John .Swift at that time com- 
manded a nailing- craft between Havana 
and Alexandria, his" cargo consisting 
principally of rum ami molasses, lie had 
landed in port just about the tine Mundy 
made his appearance in Alexandria. 
Capt. Swift, noticing the lingular ap- 
pearance of Mundy, Interviewed him. 
Capt. Swift, being naturally n generous 
hearted man, on learning Ifundy'l his 
tory, furnished him Mine loitable wear- 
ing apparel, went to the landlord of the 
inn where he stopped when in port, and 
tpld the landlord to let Mundy have to 
eat and drink at hie (Swift's) expeuee. 

This practical kindneai of Capt. .Swift 
so won the lore and confidenea of Mundy 

that he seemed anxious to make some re- 
turns to the Captain for his kindness. 

Mundy, learning that Capt. Swift would 

set sail for Havana within a few days, 
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thing of Importance to tell him. After 
retiring to themselves Mundy proceeded 
to tell Swift of rich mines of silver out 
west in the mountains on the waters of 
KalntUCk, saying to Swift that when lit- 
was a (Mptain be was with the French 
and Indians and helped to pack ore and 
burn eoal to smelt it with, but they Defer 
learned him anything about separating 
the metal from the rock, as there were 
generally two or three of them that at- 
tended especially to that part of the 
work. 

Captain Swift replied to Mundy by say- 
ing he had frequently heard that there 
was silver out West in the mountains, 
also saying he knew nothing about ores 
of any kind, that the business he was 
engaged in was under contract for a cer- 
tain time, and when the time WM up be 
would then try and get up a party e in- 
sisting of some who understood smelting 
of rock so as to obtain the silver. He 
said he had met Mexican and Peruvian 
miners in Havana every trip he made, 
and that he would take Bipedal care to 
hunt up such miners and try and induce 
them to come home with him. 

It appears it was almost two years after 
Capt. Swift and Mundy met before they 
got ready tOgO to the mines. There was 
a party of six started from Alexandria 
for the silver mines in 1768. After being 
on their journey several days some of 
the party became suspicious of Mundy, 
saying that he might betray them into 
the hands of the Indians, but ( apt. Swift 
told them that he had the utmost confi- 
dence in Mundy and would go on with 
him. Finally four of the men deter- 
mined to turn back, two of the four being 
the leading men as smelters ami refiners. 
Swift and Mundy knew they could do 
nothing if they went on. The four men 
who determined to return told Swift ami 
Mundy if they would go on and bring 
some of the ore, and if it proved to be 
rich, they certainly would return with 
them and run the silver out. 

Mundy, learning from Swift that these 
men mistrusted him rofttaed togo, saying 
to those men that he would never pilot 
any of them or be the means of their de- 
riving any benefit from the mines. At 
that time they all went back to Alexan- 
dria, and after their arrival Mundy said 
to Capt. Swift that he would go alone 
and see how to get through best, what 
changes had been made, whether the old 
furnaces bad been used since he worked 
with them, stating at the time that the 
furnaces were on a creek in the roughest

hundred miles Mundy preferred to go 
alone on foot, lie had been so often 
over all the important trails ol the In- 
dians among the mountains, he would 
not lose his way, ami Mundv told Swift 
he daN Dot gO a direct route at that sea 
son of the year.
